DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 12-18 and 21-26 are drawn to a pharmaceutical composition for 
preventing or treating sepsis or septic shock, a method for preventing or treating a 
mammal which suffers from or is at increased risk for developing sepsis and a method 
for manufacturing a pharmaceutical composition. 

Group II, claim(s) 19-20 are drawn to a method for determining the severity of a septic 
condition and making a prognosis for the further course of the sepsis or septic shock in 
a mammal. 

3. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: The following claim(s) are generic: 12-26. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features' for the following reasons: 

5. Inventions l-ll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects. In the instant case the different 
product inventions are: Group I is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition for preventing 
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or treating sepsis or septic shock, a method for preventing or treating a mammal which 
suffers from or is at increased risk for developing sepsis and a method for 
manufacturing a pharmaceutical composition; and Group II is drawn to a method for 
determining the severity of a septic condition and making a prognosis for the further 
course of the sepsis or septic shock in a mammal. Each product has a different special 
technical feature, i.e., the method for determining the severity of a septic condition and 
making a prognosis for the further course of the sepsis or septic shock in a mammal is 
unlike group I. Each method comprises a different reagents and components capable 
of performing specific functions, whereas the other method does not require the specific 
components. The methods have different special technical features when compared to 
the other method claims. The method's special technical features are comprised within 
the steps of the method for determining the severity of a septic condition and making a 
prognosis for the further course of the sepsis or septic shock in a mammal. Accordingly, 
the groups lack the same technical feature.
